Chocolate Bars, Sewing Kits 
To Nazi-Conquered Countries

Washington, July 2.3 (Al*)—By air and by mysterious 
underground channels the enslaved peoples of Europe are 
getting regular reminders—in a form more substantial than 
leaflets—that the United States is rich and generous and aims 
to do something about their plight. 
Sewing kits, seeds, soap, and packets of tea, bouillon and 
chocolate are being dropped by parachute or smuggled past 
Nazi barriers, each gift carrying a message of encouragement 
to the down-trodden for whom such things are scarce, costly 
or unobtainable. 
A Friendly United States 
Office of War Information officials today lifted some of 
the secrecy surrounding these deliveries into occupied lands 
and even enemy countries. They are sent to neutral lands as I 
well, but are distributed openly there, as visual representa­ 
tions of a friendly United States. 
Ingenuity of a high order went into the designing of 
printing and duplicating devices to help the underground 
movements of Europe in waging their own propaganda war­ 
fare against the Axis overlords. 
These are built compact and light, for greater ease in 
spiriting them to remote spots or new hideouts. 
They are 
quickly assembled and taken apart without tools—an ad­ 
vantage in places where the Gestapo may drop in unexpect­ 
edly. They are easy to operate, for the benefit of amateurs. 
They include: 
Printing Presses And Mimeographs 
An all-aluminum printing press, set up in four 
minutes. Hand operated, it can produce in an hour 1,200 
copies of a clandestine news-leaflet. 
It weighs 23 Vt 
pounds in its suitcase container. 
A miniature typesetting outfit, also suitcase-size, to 
go with the press. Even the printing types are of alumi­ 
num, to save weight, and alphabets are in several lan­ 
guages. Weight, 25 pounds. 
A 12*/2-ounce mimeograph machine which can turn 
out 700 copies an hour. It comes in a container the size 
of a shoe box and can be set up in one minute. The com­ 
plete kit with paper, ink, stencils and other equipment 
weighs less than 3 pounds. 
A substantial flatbed mimeograph which weighs 22 
pounds but can be carried in a briefcase. 
Even OWI officials don’t know' much about how they 
get into the right hands. That is a well-guarded secret, but it 
is known that governments-in-exile handle the distribution 
to their own peoples.

Lettuce, Tomatoes, Turnips 
The envelopes of seeds—lettuce, tomatoes, turnips and 
other foods chosen for their suitability to growing conditions 
in the target country—carry an American flag and the sug­ 
gestion that the envelope be used as a garden marker. 
Pencils that look like the familiar rolled-paper type are 
sent into occupied countries. A message will be found printed 
on the paper ribbon when it is unwound. 
“Soap paper,” an impregnated paper which lathers 
quickly, has the added advantage of being a fine vehicle for 
printed propaganda in French, Italian and other languages. 
The not-too-subtle text reads: “From your friends the United 
Nations. 
Dip in water—use like soap. 
Wash off the Nazi 
dirt.” 
Sewing Kits, Chocolate Bars 
Sewing kits contain three needles, five pihs and 40 yards 
of thread, packaged with a leaflet headed “To the women of 
France—a small remembrance from the United States of 
America.” 
Two-ounce chocolate bars, highly prized in hungry 
Europe, are made to the Army’s ration D formula, forti­ 
fied with Vitamin B. They have a high melting point, 
for hot countries. On the red, white and blue cellophane 
wrapper is the legend: “The American soldier carries 
chocolate bars like this as an energy ration . . . all over 
the globe, wherever he goes to fight for the Four Free­ 
doms.”

MRS. WM. UTZ 
DIES TODAY

Allied Headquarter* in North Africa, July 23 (A P)—An American armored division, 
overrunning a collapsed Italian resistance, has captured Palermo, capital and largest city of 
Sicily, thereby isolating the whole western end of the island, Allied headquarters announced 
today. 
The fast-striking units of the American Seventh Army surpassed the expectations of 
even their veteran taskmaster, LL Gen. George S. Patton, Jr., by racing from Enna in cen­ 
tral Sicily to the north coast port in 58 hours. 
Thousands Of Italians Trapped 
Thousands of Italian forces were trapped by the emergence of the Allied spearhead 
upon the north Sicilian coast. 
By the capture of Palermo, Italy’s sixth largest city, the Allies gained dominance of 
the Tyrrhenian Sea, the water approach to the western coast of Italy. 
The Axis 
was now being compressed 
into an area of northeastern Sicily 
little larger 
than Cap Bon where 
their Tunisian 
forces were destroyed last May. 
The main American forces, de­ 
spite the sweep over western Sicily, 
were about 30 miles south of San 
Stefano DI Camostra on the north 
shore, where they could be brought 
to bear upon this remaining battle 
line.

There Is more 
than a mile of wharf space which 
has been damaged by Repeated Al­ 
lied bombings but which can be re­ 
stored for operation in a short time. 
Sever Major Roads 
At the same time the slice to 
Palermo chopped off the last major 
road arteries leading laterally across 
the island and trapped any Axis 
troops 
which 
had 
not 
escaped 
toward Messina and Catania. 
The capture of the city was the 
greatest victory of the Sicilian cam­ 
paign to date and apparently was 
achieved without severe fighting and 
with 
insignificant 
losses 
to 
the 
Americans. 
Official reports said Italian re­ 
sistance tended to ev ap o rate as

peal that Mussolini remove all mili­ 
tary objectives from Rome and de­ 
clare it an “open city” which, under 
international law, would put it out­ 
side the war atone. 
This is a move which has been 
urged on the Fascist chief ever since 
Italy entered the war, but he never 
has given any indication that he in­ 
tended to comply. 
Obviously his 
reasons are that Rome has provided 
him not only with an essential mili­ 
tary base but a place of security for 
his headquarters. 
His reluctance 
can be understood when one is given 
the definition of “open city.” 
In checking on 
this matter I 
turned to authorities in both Wash­ 
ington and London. My understand­ 
ing is that an “open city” is one from 
which have been removed all troops, 
defenses, military installations (in­ 
cluding headquarters and headquar­ 
ter* 
staffs, 
military 
production 
• which means any kind of war fac­ 
tory'. and transportation facilities 
which arc used for the movement of 
military’ 
supplies 
or 
personnel. 
When all this has been done, the 
power in possession then declares 
the city "open.” 
Would Be Heavy Blow 
8tnce Mussolini not only is head 
of the government, but commander 
in chief of the army and navy, he 
obviously 
would 
be 
barred from 
Rome. 
From an authoritative source in 
London I further understand that 
the procedure of creating the “open 
city” would be initiated by Italy 
through a third party, asking for 
Allied conditions. Moreover, the Al 
lies wouldn’t rely on the enemy’s 
word that all conditions had been 
fulfilled, but would take such steps 
as are necessary to see that they had 
been carried out. 
Just how the Allies would satisfy 
themselves on tills polrtt isn't stated 
That would bo laid down if and 
when their conditions were asked for 
by Mussolini. 
They either would 
Jiave to rely on a third party, or 
send their own representatives to 
investigate. 
It naturally would be 
sufficient lf the Vatican, for in­ 
stance, should find it possible to give 
assurances that conditions had been 
carried out. Obviously it would be a 
heavy blow to ll Duce to lose Rome 
not only as a military’ base but as a 
bomb-proof shelter for himself and 
government. 
But the thing cuts a 
lot deeper than that. 
Rome is the 
heart of Italy’s railroads. 
Most of 
the country’s war industries are in 
the north, and in order to get mu­ 
nitions from the supply centers to 
southern Italy—to sicily, for ex­ 
ample—Hwy 
are 
poured 
through 
Rome. 
True, there is a railway 
which runs along the eastern coast, 
close to the Adriatic,, but that is a 
round-about way for the movement 
of military traffic. 
Obvious Knockout Coming 
Thus far Mussolini has given no 
sign that he intends to relinquish 
his sanctuary’- 
Still, circumstances 
have put him in a position where he 
certainly 
must 
consider 
making 
Rome an “open city.” 
In Uhs con­ 
nection the London Daily Mail re­ 
ports from Madrid that Hitler is 
said to be urging the Duce to trans­ 
fer the government and military 
staffs to Verona. 
Undoubtedly he also is in Hie un­ 
comfortable spot of having to debate 
whether after all he hadn’t better 
sue for peace forthwith, since it's 
obvious that he will be knocked out 
soon, anyway. The Americans’ cap­ 
ture of Palermo, political and cul­ 
tural center of Sicily, certainly is a 
harsh reminder of the approaching 
end.

POSSIBLE MOVE 
TO SOVIETIZE 
NAZI NATION 


By RICHARD G. MANSOUR 
Washington, July 23 (AP)—Mos­ 
cow’s appeal to the Germans to 
overthrow Hitler and make an im­ 
mediate peace, launched through a 
new “National Committee of Free 
Germany,” was viewed here today 
as a trial balloon of more than ordi­ 
nary importance. 
The committee, with obvious Soviet 
inspiration, appealed in a manifesto 
for the formation of a “genuine 
national 
German 
government,” 
which 
would 
Immediately 
cease 
military operations, recall the troops 
to the Reich’s original frontiers and 
embark on peace negotiations. 
Washington officialdom shared the 
reported view in London th at the 
manifesto showed Russia’s preemi­ 
nent interest in the peace conditions 
to be imposed on Germany. 
It undoubtedly was intended, it 
was said, as a propaganda weapon 
to help the Red Army’s counter­ 
offensive by weakening the German 
home front, since It was broadcast 
to Germany by the Moscow radio. 
Can Sit Back and Watch 
The Moscow committee also could 
be a tentative nucleus for a pro- 
Soviet organization to take over 
authority In Germany, some quar­ 
ters believe. 
The Soviet government can Rlt 
back and watch the reaction among 
the other United Nations without 
embarrassment since it has made 
no public commitment nor has it 
officially 
endorsed 
the 
Freies 
Duetschland (Free Germany) move­ 
ment. 
The manifesto, in the Washington 
view, did not necessarily imply that 
Marshal Stalin was abandoning the 
unconditional surrender policy of 
President Roosevelt and Prime Min­ 
ister Churchill. 
Unconditional sur­ 
render does not mean refusal to 
make terms for the enemy’s sur­ 
render, but only th at the enemy 
must accept the terms of the victor. 
12 Refugees 
Washington authorities, on the 
other hand, were Inclined to dis 
agree with the manifesto’s assertion 
that if Hitler is overthrown only by 
the force of Allied Armies and not 
at home, this “will signify the end 
of (German) national independence 
and of (Germany’s) state existence, 
the dismemberment of (the) father­ 
land.” 
Some apprehension was expressed 
privately here th at such a state­ 
ment might stiffen German re­ 
sistance out of fear that the Soviets 
intend to dominate Germany. 
The Moscow committee is com­ 
posed of 12 Communist refugees from 
Germany, who have lived in the 
Soviet Union since Hitler came to 
power, plus a score of German war 
prisoners.

After 
every 
great 
revolution, 
whether it be political, religious, or 
individualistic, a clearing of the 
atmosphere is at once noted. People, 
or individuals, are driven to simple 
principles, forced to face the facts 
of life in a new way and with a 
reconstructed perspective. 
When a man has everything com­ 
ing his way he grows selfish, or is 
apt to, and he loses perspective. 
But let his wealth be swept from 
him. or his power in the world taken 
from him, and he immediately comes 
to himself in striking fashion. 
He 
re-values himself, and everything 
about him suggests a new world in 
which he must accommodate all his 
force of character if he would con­ 
tinue useful. Usually he does this. 
The entire intellectual and politi­ 
cal world is now going through its 
labor pains. With its new birth will 
come new perspectives upon life it 
self, and upon the attitudes of na­ 
tions and individuals everywhere. 
Every day the futility, wastefulness, 
and tragic aftermath of war is being 
brought home to every thinking per­ 
son as something that must forever 
be wiped from the slate of the world. 
Nearly 2000 years ago a simple man 
“went about doing good," healing 
the sick, comforting the sorrowful, 
and inspiring the faint-hearted and 
little of faith. 
He had no ax to 
grind. He only sought to bring peace 
and good will into the world, and 
only asked that men follow him and 
his teachings, which were always 
simply stated, and practical of ap­ 
plication. All we have to do to make 
this a happier world, one that its 
Creator meant that it should be, is 
to go back to what that man taught. 
“Love thy neighbor as thyself.” “Do 
good to those who despitefully use 
you,” “Do unto others as you would 
have them do unto you.” Can you 
not imagine what a world this would 
be if each of as followed out such 
simple suggestions? 
A spiritual revival in men’s hearts 
is what will keep the peace, after it 
has been gained, after so great a 
travail as war always brings forth.

W ashington. July 23 (AP) — So 
that many of the 267,000 Axis 
prisoners captured in North Africa 
may be moved to this country "as 
quickly as possible," new internment 
camps are to be built throughout 
the United States and existing ones 
are to be enlarged. 
In announcing those plans yester­ 
day, the War Department disclosed 
that 65,058 Axis prisoners now are 
interned in 38 camps in this coun­ 
try, and that the capacity of camps 
already built is 136,164. 
Prisoners already interned include 
45,355 Germans, 19,641 Italians and 
62 Japanese.

Here's something you should know about methods 
of canning and wartime typos of jar tops 


Wartime has forced upon home canners certain new types 
of jar tops ss a conservation measure. It is important to 
understand the differences in these materials and to guard 
against any glass breakage or food spoilage, by adapting 
your canning methods to these new materials. 
Care should be taken when using these new jar tops, re­ 
gardless of which canning method you use. OPEN KETTLE 
canning calls for processing the food in bulk quantities in 
a kettle and then placing it in hot sterile jars and sealing it 
immediately. 
OVEN, WATER BATH and PRESSURE 
COOKER methods call for placing the food in the jars and 
then processing with heat. In these last three methods the 
top is placed on the jar, but THE DEGREE OF TIGHTNESS 
DEPENDS UPON THE TYPE OF JAR TOP 


Remember this: Wartime rubbers may be black, have a 
peculiar odor, and may be lipless. Wash them thoroughly 
and place on the jar without stretching because they will not 
spring hack to their original site. 
In using jars that require rubber riogs (illustrations I, 2 
and 3) seal these only partially before processing, as indi­ 
cated in instructions below, otherwise breakage of |ars may 
result. Jars of these types should be scaled completely after 
processing. Those with the 2-piece metal cover (illustration 
4), should be sealed to a finger tightness after filling. After 
processing, do not tighten further. 
The chan below shows types of jar tops sod how much 
they should be tightened with each method. Follow instruc­ 
tions for the particulsr types of jars used. "
